The Heath Case Will lie Given to 


tbe Jury This After- 


noon. 


Tlio arguments of Messrs. W. D, Tap- 


per and W. W. Foote iu tlic Heath case 
yesterday were a strong presentation of 
the facts relied on by the defense. 


The court house was crowded and the 


attention undivided. The arguments 
were bold and vigorous, the defense de- 
manding of the jury a conviction in the 
tirst device or an acquittal at the hands 
of tho jury. 


Mr. Job neon lias five and one-half 


hours in which to make the closing argu- 
ment, after wiitoli Judge Shaw will 
charge the jury. The charge will neces- 
sarily be sonio.what lengthy, and at its 
close the case will be given to the jury, 
probably about 5 o'clock p.m. 


MOItMMi SESSION. 


Mr. Tupper in opening the argument 


apologised for the language used on the 
previous day, in which lie accused 
V, IT. Short of falsehoods in his argu- 
ment. Ho said the expressions used by 
him m tlic heat of argument were not 
intended as an attack upon Mr. Short's 
Veracity and that no personal reflection 
was intended. He simply meant to at- 
tack the truthfulness of alleged facts 
upon which his argument wap based.

Mr. Tupper showed by 
jxnerhncnt that tbe noiue was practi*

Mr Tupper says that when "Dead 


Shot" Ward put Heath in the Bodega 
saloon, calling McWhirter foul names 
and enying he oti^ht to have been killed 
he testified to too much, for Heath was 
shown not to have been in Fresno at 
that time. 


Mr. Morse states that Heath told him 


tbe day of MeWhirtcr's death that they 
were charging him with it; that it was 
not true and that he was not guilty; and 
went to Mra. McWhirter and offered 
bis services, and that he did not attend 
the funeral because be did not know the 
date of It. 


Howard Wells says he was introduced 


to Heath at tlio race track at u time 


•hen Heath was in San I'l-ancieco. 


Wells was here at the former trial, but 
IHB old Maripoea neighbors were here to 
impeach him, and he was not put on the 
stand then.

Mr. Tupper then discussed Seaward'a

done up in a bundle and parade tliom- 
iclvcs,'and then after tbia is done they

if evidence complete in order lo hang 
themselves. Such a theory was pre- 
posterous. 


Where is the motive for tho murder? 


Tlicro is none shown in all his mova- 
..icnts of that day. Terry and Harris 
did not like McWhirter; they said soon 
the stand; but where is there a motive 
for Heath to kill him? Is ho a mail who 
would murder him for a price? 
IH he a 


Mafia? 


Dr. Pedlar bofure the coroner saya 


tbat there were powder marks on tho 
flhirts. Winchell corroborates this, and 
no ono disputes it but I'ricc. 


Mr. Rhodes was within sixty feet and 


heard no one run away. Tbe last, shot 
caused bis Jentli ;uid be fell where he 
was shot, and there was nothing on bis 
clothing to indicate a struggle with any 
one and nothing on the ground to indi- 
cate it. 


Mr. Tupper then took up the witnesses 


in order and went over their testimony. 
Dr. Deardorff and others testified that 
tbe last shot was mullled, which he 
claimed indicated that tho pistol was 
pressed against the body when fired. 


Dr. Price, he claims, was the most 


reckless witness on the stand. He tes- 
tified positively, and no mistake in what 
ho said, and the horribic part of his tes- 
timony was tbat when ho found by his 
own experiments that hia statements 
wore false, he did not have the man- 
hood to take it back, notwithstanding 
the fact, tbat a man's life was at stake. 


Mr. Tupper then referred to tbe evi- 


ipt 


B an unprofitable pair to draw lo, 


and advises Seaward to go into Stil- 
well's ollice and help him work up cases. 
Tbe detective has no heart; ho wants 
to convict somebody to get blood money 
on which to have a. good time. Whom did 
Stilwell produce? Seaward and Good- 
win. 
He then spoke in scathing terms 


of Goodwin, and the business be is en- 
gaged in at Harry Maynard's "refined 
vaudeville." He tells of the threat of 
Heath to kill McWhirter before another 
holiday, made in tbe Monarch saloon, 
but ho is directly contradicted by two 
reputable attorneys in San Francisco, to 
whom he said he never eaw Heath and 
did not know him. 


Mr. Tupper was particularly hard on

tbe statements -made by Parsons, in 
Auatin'sfltiloon.nnd impeached by Joins 
H. Austin and James D. Collins, who 
contradicted Parsons.

oloncl Baker, one of the field officers, 
leaking for the army, was very indig- 
ant at tbe treatment which they bad 
ceived at tnc hands of the Oakland 
ithoritics. He said that his men act-

icy were in the city, yet the ollicialfj 
ad threatened lo ahoot them, and had 
et and conspired together in tbe night 
me to call out troops with rilles and 
atling guns to drive them away.

parts of Uu: i^tirb feminine are still very 
popular. Sint;le, double nml triple oir- 
cle bnsquea ilisputo favor fiiicceasfully 
with nil attempts to revive tho old style 
of bnsnue cut in one with tho want. 
The "Salisbury" has a circle bnsque 
with the Lrimmintc arranged to pivc 
tho effect of three, and the circle effect 
is still carried out in the epaulets which 
surmount the sleeve puffs. The model 
is suitable for all seasonable dress fab- 
rica, nnd is most effective if two materi- 
als be used for it. It can be Bimplilicd 
by the omission of one or two pieces of 
the epaulets or by leaving them off 
altogether, also the revera. 


Half of the pattern is given in four-
